tained; the party ſhall take with him five others, 
and he himſelf ſhall make the fixth, and ſo by {wear- 


ing, he ſhall sbtain a thicefold Judgment, oz tripple 
Oath.

02 Hunting, fozce a Royal Beaſt, which the Eng- 
liſn call a Staggon (oz Stag) to pant, and be out 
of Bzeath, The Fzeeman ſhall loſe his natural 
Liberty kor a Year, and the other koz two Years ; 
But the Bondman fhall be reckoned as an 
Out⸗law, (which the Engliſh call a Friendleſs 
Man.) 

25. But if ſuch a Koyal Beaſt be killed by any

26. My Biſhops, Abbots and Batons wall not 


be challenged foz Hunting in my Foreſt, except 


they kill Nopal Beaſts, and if they do, they 
ſhall make Satisfaction accozding to my pleaſure, 
without knowing the certainty of the Fortei- 
ture. 

27. There are ſome Beats (beſides thoſe of the 
Foreſt) which, while they keep within the Botnds 
and Limits ok the Foreit; are lubjed to be ac- 
counted foz , when hunted, by the Laws of 
the Foreſt, viz. Wild-Goats, Hares, and Conies. 


And there are alſo a great number of Cattle, 


which, although-they live within the Limits of 
the Foreſt, and are Subject to the charge and 
cate of the Middle Sort of. Men (02 Regardors) 
Nevertheleſs cannot at all be reputed Beaſts 
of the Foreſt, as Wild Horſes, Butfaloes, Wild 
Cows, Fc. As for Foxes and Wolves, they are 
neither reckoned as Beaſts of the Foreſt, oz of 


Venary, and therefore, whoever kills any of them, 


is out of all Danger of Forfeiture, or making 


any recompence, or amends Tor the lame; Ne- 
| verthelels

| vertheleſs the killing them within the Limits of 
the Foreſt is a bzeach of the Koyal Chaſe, and 
therefore the ©ffender ſhall yield a Kecompence 


foz the ſame, though it be but eaſy and gentle: 


But a Wild Boar, - notwithſtanding he is a Beaſf 
of the Foreſt, nevertheleſs he was never thought 


to be a Beaft of Venary.

31. No Mean Man hall habe, oz keep any 
luch Dogs, which the Engliſh call Greyhounds. 


But Free- Men may, p2ovided the Dog's Knees 


be cut befoze one of rhe Chief Men, (02 Verderors) 
of the Foreſt, oz withont cutting their Knees, 
provided the Dogs be removed, and kept ten Piles 
from the Limits of the Foreſt. But if the Dogs 
ſhall come any nearer to the Foreſt, the Maſter 
ſhall pay for every Mile one Shilling. But if 
any of the ſaid Dogs be found within the pꝛecincts 
of the Foreſt, the Maſter of ſuch Dog ſhall not 
only forfeit the laid Dog, but ten Shillings in 
Monp to the King.

it manifeſtly appears, that there is uo danger in 


them, it shall be very lawful for any Perſon to 
 krep them without cutting their Knees.

33. But if it happen, that ſuch ſort of Dogs 
become mad, and run every where by the neg⸗ 


- Ugence of their Maſters, by ſuch means they

Which according to an ancient Law, called Lex 


Merimorum, is two hundred Shillings. ©

the Foreſt, then the Owner of the Wog chall 
make recompence according to the Price of a Frees 
man, which is twelve Times a hundred Shil-

| A Frank, oz Free Chaſe, is a franchiſe next in 
"A Degree unto a Foreſt, being an open Place 
o the keeping ok Game, and in that Reſpec 
ſamething reſembling. it, yet with this Difference 
That a Chaſe hath neither the ſame Kinds of 
Game in it, noz-any particular Laws belonging 
to the ſaine, proper to a Chaſe only; Foz where- 
as the Beaſts of Foreſt are the Hart, Hind, Hare, 


Boar, and Wolf, The Beaſts of Chaſe are none 


of them, but other five, viz. The Buck, tbe Doe, 
the Fox, the Martron, and the Roe; Jn like 


Manner, all Dffenders in a Chaſe are punichable 
by the Common Law of this Realm, and not by 


the Foreſt-laws. Beſides a Chaſe hath no ſuch 
Dfficers as a Foreſt, viz. Verderors, Regardors (02 
Raungers) Foreſters, and Agiſtors; N92 hath it 


any Courts of Attachments, Swainmote, 02 Juſtice- 
ſeac appertaining thereunto, all the Officers belong- 


ing to a Chaſe being only Keepers, as they are 


called in a Park, bat ſuch are termed Foreſters 
in 4.Foreſt, |

2. As a Chaſe is next in Degree unto a Foreſt, 
and in ſome Sort reſembling it, ſo is a Park to 
a Chaſe, being in many Reſpects the lame; foz 
thete is no diverſity between them, ſave only that 
a Park is incloſed, and a Chaſe lies always open 


without Jncloſure; | 
3, Laſtly, The next Franchiſe, in Degree un⸗ 


to a Park , is tbe Liberty of a Free Warren; (The 
Bbb 2 ; Beatz 
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12 Of the Laws and Privileges of the Foreſt. 

- Beaſts and Fowls whereof are four, viz. The 
Hare, the Cony, the Pheaſant, and the Partridge, 
and no other (being ſuch as may be taken by 
Loug-wing'd Hawks, accozding to Budceus) Fo: 
as a Foreſt is the higheſt, and greateſt in Wigni⸗ 
ty of all Franchiſes, ſo it dorh ſurpaſs them all 
foz its Extent, and Compzehenſiveneſs, including 
in it a Frank Chaſe, a Park, and a Free War- 
ren; for which Reaſon, The Braſts of Chaſe, and 
the Beaſts and Fowls of Warren are as. much pꝛi⸗ 
vileged within the Foreſt, as the Beaſts of Foreſt 
are; every Foreſt being in itſelf a Chaſe, though 
a Chaſe be not a Foreſt, but à Part of it; and 
ſo the like may be laid of a Park, and a Warren: 
And therefore the Hunting, Hurting oz Killing 
any ok the Beaſts oz Fowls of Chaſe, Park, oz 
Warren, Within the Limits of the Foreſt, 16 a 
Treſpaſs of the Foreſt, only puniſhable by the 
Laws of the Foreſt, and not otherwiſe; 

And becauſe the Laws made foz the Pzeſerva- 
tion and Continuance of Foreſts, and Purlieus 
thereof, and the Vert, Veniſon, and Fowls there- 
in, are particularly applicable unto, and only pꝛo⸗ 
per fo2 Foreſts, and no other Places; therekoze 
we ſhall begin with a brief Account of the Laws 
that relate to the King's Foreſts only, and after- 
Wards p2oceed to Piltourſe of ſuch other Laws, as 
habe been ſince made koz Pzeſervation of the Game 
of Hunting, Hawking, Fiſhing and Fowling in the 
Chaſes, Parks, Warrens, Woods, 02 other Gꝛounds, 
Fiſheries, 02 Vivaries, within England and Wales, 
belonging to the Subject, 


Of 
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Ot the Foreſt-Laws in general. 


JT is repoꝛted by antient Hiſfozians, That Fo- 
reſts have been always in this Kingdom from 


the firſt Time that the lame was inhabited. And 


the Authoz of Concordantia Hiſtoriarum tells us, 
That Gurguntius the Son of Belyn, a King of 
this Iſland, did make certain Foreſts, fo his plea- 


lure in Wiltſhire; and that divers other Kings 


habe done the like, fince his Time. Which Foreſts, 
the Kings of this Realm have always maintained, and 
pzeſerves (with dipers Privileges, and Laws appꝛo⸗ 
pꝛiated thereunto as Places of Pleaſure, and 


Delight , foz their Koyal Paſtime, and Diverſt= 


And when it happened that any Offenders 


entred into thoſe pꝛiviledg'd Places, and commit⸗ 
ed any Treſpaſs therein, they had very ſevere Pu⸗ 
niſhments inflicted upon them, accozding to the 


Laws then in fozce, which were very grievous, 


and altogether uncertain, accozding to the Arbitra⸗ 


ry and unlimited Will of the King: And thi. thoſe 
Laws were executed, and their Puniſhments con- 


tinued, until about the Pear 1016, When Canutus 
the Dane became King of this Realm ; who, de⸗ 


lighting much in Foreſte, did (foz tbe better main⸗ 
tenanee, and Preſervation thereof) Eſtabliſh cer⸗ 


tain Laws, oz Couſtitutions peculiar only to Foreſts: | 


By which it appears, that befoze his Time, all wild 
Beaſts and Birds were only the Kings, and that no 
other Perſon might kill, oz hurt them: The Kings of 
England having by their Prerogative Royvl, a Right 
and Pzivilege in ſuch Things as none of their 


Subjects could Challenge any p2operty in; and 
| 7 we ſuch 
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14 Ok the Laws and Privileges of the Foreſt. 
ſuch were then ſaid to be the Kings, as wild 
Beals, Birds, &c. in whoſe Lands oz Woods 
ſoever they were found. Wherenpon the ſaid Can- 
utus made a Law, Thar every Free-man might, 
at his pleaſure, have and take his own Uert and 
Ueniſon, or Hunt upon his own Ground, or in his 
own Fields, being out of the King's Chaſe ; but 
that all Men ſhould forbcar to Have or Take the 
Kings Uert or Game in every place where his High- 
neſs ſhould have the ſame. 

Alſo it appears by the Laws of St. Edward 

the Conkelſloz, That he div Confirm the ſaid Law 
of Canutus, by a Sanction made in his Time, to 
this Effect, That it ſhould be lawtul for every 
one of his Subjects to Enjoy the Benefit of his 
own Hunting, that he could any Way have or 
make in his own Lands, Woods, or Fields ; So that 
he did forbear to Hunt the King's Game in his 
Highneſs Foreſts, or other privileged Places, on 
pain of loſing his Life for ſuch Offence. 
— Which Laws wece akterwards confirmed by 
William the Conqueroz, as appears in tbe 27 Chap- ' 
ter of the Book, wherein his Laws were collected, 
an digeſted ; and ſo were continued by him all his 
WINe, | 

After whoſe Death, William Rufus his Son, in 
we manner continued the ſame Laws, during his 
Life, Ng 
And after his Death King Henry the firſt, his Bꝛo⸗ 
ther, ſucceeding him to the Crown, by his Charter 
confirmed all the Laws of the Foreſt made by St. 
Edward the Confelſoz, as appears by the Book kept 
in theExchequer, called Liber rubrus. cap. I. Legum 
ſuarum : Which, Laws of the Foreſt ſo continu⸗ 
ed during all the Life-Time of the ſaid Heory 
the firſt.” : a EE 

After whoſe Deceale, King Stephen by his 
Tharter confirmed all the ſaid Laws Pzivileges,

| of Venary, underſtand every Beaſt of Foreſt, 
ſo by the general Wozd Veniſon, they mean every 
Bealt of Foreſt and Chaſe, as a Moꝛd ok Art, 
only p2over to thoſe Beaſts, and no other. 

By tht Laws of the Foreſt, The Foreſters 
and Verderors ſhall meet together, once eve⸗ 
ry fozty Days, throughout the Pear, to ſee the 
Attachments of the Foreſt, concerning the Vert, 


and Veniſon : So that. if any Perſon Hiint in 


the Foreſt; and kill a Hare, the Foreſter 


may Attach him foz that Difence, it being a 


Treſpaſs in the Veyiſon of the King's Foreſt. 
As appears by the Aiſtzez of the Foreſt of Pic- 
| kering. Where two Perſons were indicted fo2 


Striking a Hare in her Fozm, and killing ano⸗ 


ther within the Foreſt ; one of whom Was com- 
mitted to Priſon, and made his Fine, and was 
alſo bound to his good Behaviour toward the Fo- 
reſt; and the other of them was outlawed. UWhere- 
by it appears, that Hares are Veniſon, and

Hunting ; yet, with us, in ſome Senſe, the 
Word Veniſon, is only taken fo2 the Fleſh of the 
Hart, the Hind, the Buck, and the Doe, and the 
other Beaſts of that kind; foz amongſt the 
common People, nothing is thought to be Veni- 
ſon, but the Flefh of Red and Fallow Deer; 
and the Reaſon is; - becauſe ſuch People do not

as are the Red and Fallow-Deer. But there is 
a two-fold Signification of the UWozd Veniſon,

Secondly, Whoſocver hath any ſperial Autho- 
rity derived from his Majeſty in that behalf, 
under the great Seal of England, may in like 
Manner, grant Licenſes, in ſome Reſpect,. and in 
fome Places, to Hunt, and Hawk in His Ma- 
jeſties Foreſts, Chaſes, Parks, o: Warrens ; as the 
Lord Chief Juſtice in Eyre of the Kings Foreſt 
may Grant a Licenſe, oz give a Warrant to any 
bleman, oz Gentleman that hath a Mannor, 
02 Frechold therein; foz the firſt to Hunt, and 
Hawk iti his Manncr, o2 Lordſhip, and the o- 
ther in his Fzethold, accozding to the purpozt, 
oz intent ok ſuch Grant oꝛ Warrant. 
In like manner, a Subject that is Lo2d of a 
Foreſt may Gzant a Licenſe to whom he plea- 
ſeth to Hunt and Hawk in his Foreſt. But no 


Perſon can Gzant any Licenſe, b give Warrant 


to any Man to Hunt and Hawk in the Kings 
Foreſts, other than the King Himſelf, oz His 


Chief Juſtice in Eyre of the Forei: ; oz ſuch other 


Perſons as have the like Authozity from the 
King, by ſome ſpecial Gzant to do the ſame.

Pheaſants and Partridges, Within his Malk, in the 
Foreſt, becauſe his Ollice is to preſerve, and 
hot deſtroy them; and therefozz he cannot 
give, oz grant any Warrant, o2 Licenſe to ano- 
ther to Hawk, oz take any Fowls of Warren 
within his Walk, oz Liberty : fo2 if he do, al- 
thongh he- hold his Ollice by Patent. from the 


King oz ſome other Perſon as hath Power to 


grant the lame, yet is luch act ſuch a Miſuſe, 
oz abuſe of his Authority, that it is a cauſe of 
Foxfeiture of his Office. 

In Licenſes to Hunt, oꝛ Hawk within a Foreſt, 
Chaſe, Park, o: Warren, there is this difference 
to be conſidered, whether ſuch Licenſe be of 
Ptofif, oz foz Pleaſure only.

therwile, he ought to give Notice unto the Fo- 
reſter, Where his Warrant is to be ſerved, in 
convenient Time, and require him to execute 
the ſame accowing to the Tenour and Purport 


 _ thereof, And if the Foreſter doth refuſe to ſerve 


ſuch Warrant, after Notice given unto him ts 
execute the ſame, Then may the Perſon that is 


to have ſuch Fee Deer, enter into the Walk of 


the Foreſter ſo refuſing, with his Servants, oz 
Attendants, and there Hunt, kill, and take ſuch 
Deer, as he is of right to have, and Juſtifie the 
ſame, both as to Himſelf, His Servants, and At⸗ 
tendants, becauſe he hath a Licenſe ok Pqokit, 
whereby he is Authoriſed ſo to do. For it is a 
Maxim in the Law, Tbat where any Perſon 
hath a right, oz intereſt to any Thing by the

ing ſome other Ac, which is the neceſſary 
Means to acquire the ſame, in ſuch Caſe ye may

And ſo it was Adjudg'd Mich. 13. H. 7. Where 
in an Action of Treſpaſs bzought againſt one 
koz hunting in the Plantiffs Park, The de- 


fendant did plead in Juſtification, That the 


Plantiff, as Dwner of the ſaid Park, gave a Buck 
Uunto one B. Maſter of this defendant, who came 
with the ſaid B. by his commandment, unto the 
ſaid Park. as Servant to the ſaid B. fa 
help him to kill the laid Buck; by Uirtue of 
which Command of the ſaid B. the Detendant 
entred into the ſaid Park, and there killed a 
Buck, foz his Maſter, as it was lawful foz him 
to do: And this Plea was held by the whole 
Courr to be a good Juſtification ; by which . it 
appears, That where a Perſon hath an Jnte- 
reſt, oz Right to have a Fee Deer within a Fo- 
reſt, Chaſe, oz Park, there he may Juſti fie the 
Rilling and Taking away the ſame as well as 
to his Servants, as himſelf, it being the neceſſary 
means conducing to the Acquiſition thereof. 
Foz otherwiſe, if the Foreſter, o2 Keeper, do 
' refuſe to kill and deliver ſuch Fee Deer to the 
Perſon who hath a right unto the ſame, if ſuch 
Petſon might not juſtifie the killing and ta- 
king the Fee Deer himſelf, he would be without 
Remedy to come by the ſame, and therefore 
the Law hath n that he who hath ſuch 
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an intereſt, oz right to have a Fee Deer in a Fo- 


reſt, Chaſe, of Park, if the Foreſter 02 Keeper 


will not kill it koz him, oz deliver it unto him 


according to his Warrant, but refuſeth ſo to do, 
then may ſuch Perſon, having ſuch Right, ju-

By Which it appears, That he which takes a 
Deer in the Foreſt, without Warrant, is punith- 
able fo: the lame by the Laws of the Foreſt, 
Nevertheleſs, he that Hunts and kills a Deer, with⸗ 
in the Foreſt, by lawful Warrant, hall not be 
liable to be puniſhed by the Laws of the Foreſt ; 
oz any other Laws whatſoever, fo2 the Intereſt oꝛ 
right of ſuch Perſon, as hath uled to have Fee 
Deer, is a Ciifficient Warrant in Law to the 
Foreſter oz Keeper to kill and deliver the ſame 


unto ſuch Perſon, ik he will; but if either of thoſe 


Ollicers rekuſeth ſa to do, then the patty Himfelf, 
with others to aſſiſt him, may lawfully do the 


ſame. I 


Nevertheleſs he that hath ſuch Licenſe, oꝛ Warrant 
to Punt within the Foreſt, muſt take heed that 


ye do not abuſe the ſame, for if he do, not only 
he, but all thoſe that Hunt with him ſhall be ac- 


courted Treſpaſſers from the Beginning in every 
Thing they do, as if they had no Warrant foz do⸗

that ſhould be good as to Chatels. And in Mi- 
chaelmas Term 39 H. 6. The Defendant in 
Treſpaſs did plead Juſtification by the King's 
Commandment by UWozd of Mouth only, with- 
out Writing, and held a good Juſtification; and 
therefoze inalmnch as Hunting without Licenſe 
is but a Treſpaſs at moſt, and if a Man may plead 
the Kings Commandment by Wozd only in Bar 
of a Treſpaſs, by the ſame parity of Reaſon he 
may plead the King's Licenſe by Wozd only in 
Bar of a Treſpaſs.

ſame ; This they call Backbear. Laſtly Bloody- 
hand is, Where one is found Courſing in the 
Foreſt with the Blood of any Deer, oz other 
Beaſt of the Foreſt upon him, oz is any Way 
beſmeared with ſuch Blood after Courſing, oz 
is orherwile found in the Foreſt imbzewed with 
Blood in any ſuſpicious Manner; albeit he be 
not ſeen to Hunt oz Courſe there.

And not 
only the Foreſters, and Maniſters of the Foreſt, 
put every other Perſon, dwelling within the Foreſt, 
{hall likewiſe do his uttermoſt Endeavour to at- 
tach, and apprehend ſuch Offenders, and Treſpaſ- 
ſets in Foreits, and if he cannot take them himtelk, / 


he ſhall cauſe Hue and Cry to be made after them, 


to the end they may be taken thereby, as ik they 
were Felons. 

And if upon ſuch Hue and Cry made, the Df- 
kfendezs do ſtill continue in their Offences, oz 
do flie, oz defend themſelves with Fozce, and Will 
not keep the Peace, no2 yield themſelves when te⸗ 
quired ſo to do; in ſuch Caſes, whoever coming 
to the Aſſiſtance ok the Foreſters ſhall chance to 
kill any ſuch Dtendez, within the Bounds of the 
Foreſti, fhall not be Arraigned for the 
lame before the King's Juſtices, oz any o⸗ 
ther His Miniſters of Juſtice, but ſhall be ac- 
quitted of the. ſame, as if no ſuch ac had been 
done. 1 

And if the Fos and thole with them, can- 
not appzehend ſuch Olkendezs in the Forest. by 
Reaſon ok their flying out ok the ſame, Then 
map they follow ſuch Offendezs with freſh 
Purſuit (being till within 'Uiew, but not other- 
wiſe,) out of the Foreſt, and there Ayp:chend

Oft the Purlieu, or Pourallee of the Foreſt, and 
who may Hunt therein, when, how often, how 
Far, and in what caſes. | 


Purlieu, 02 Pourallee, is a Circuit of Gꝛound 

adjoyning unto the Foreſt, £circumſcrib'd 
with immoveable Boundaries, known only by 
matter of Kecord; This Compaſs of Gzound 
was once Foreſt, and afterwards Diſafforeſted 
by the Perambulations made koz the Cſeve- 
ring the New Foreſts from the Old. This 
Pourallee began at the firſt after this Manner, 
viz. When King Henry the II. came firſt to 
be King of England, which was Anno Domini 
1154. Me took ſuch great delight in the Foreſts 
of this Kingdom, That (being not contented 
with thoſe he found here, thongh many and large) 
he began, within a few Pears after his coming to 
the Crown, to inlarge divers Gzeat Foreſts, 
and to Afforeſt the Lands of his Subjects, 
that any Way were near adjoyning unto 
Reis Foreſts, and fo they continued during his. 

eign. 

After whole Death, King Rich. 1. Succeed- 
ing him to the Thzone, within ſome {ſhort 
Time after his coming to the Crown, began 
to follow the Example of Hen. 2. His Father, 
not — in * — and * he took | 
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in Foreſts, but alſo in daily Aﬀoreſting the Lands 
of his Subjects that any Way lay near to His 
Foreſts; by means whereof, the Jnlarging of ' 
Foreſts did daily increaſe during His Reign. 

' after whole Diſeaſe, King John His 2B20- 
ther, coming to the Crown, did, in like man- 
ner, ſoon afterwards begin by little and 
little to follow the Examples of His Father 
and Bother, in Afforeſting the Lands ok his 
Subjects, that lay any way near unto his Fo- 
reſts, ſo that the greateſt Part of the Lands of 
the Kingdom was become Foreſt. And thus 
they continued until the 17th Year of his Reign, 
at which Time, in regard this Grievance was 
not particularly injurious unto a \mall Nttmber, 
oz the meaneſt Perſons, but generally to all De- 
grees of People, divers Nobleman and Gen- 
tlemen, finding a convenient Dppoztunity, re⸗ 
paired to the King, and beſought him to Gꝛant 
unto them, That they might have all thoſe 
New Afforeſtations that were made by King 
Hen. 2. Rich. 1. and himſelf diſafforeſted again: 
All which King John ſeemed not willing to 
do, but pꝛomiled to grant accozdingly, and at 
laſt conſented to ſnbſcribe, and Seal to ſuch 
Articles concerning the Liberties of the Foreſt, 
which they then demanded, being koz the moſt Part, 
in ſuch Sort, as are now contained in the Char- 
ter of the Foreſt of the ſaid King John, dated at 
Kuningſemede,, o: Ryme-mead, between Stanes 
and Windſor, the 15ch of June, in the 18th Year 
of his. Reign. „ 

At which Time the ſaid King John gave them 
Liberty to chooſe certain Honourable Perſons, 
who fjould have Authozity to ſce thoſe Things 
perfozmed which he had then granted. WMhere⸗ 
upon they made Choice of divers Noblemen 
and gentlemen, to the Number of 25, who 
= e ‚ 23 
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were ſwomn (with others their Alliſtants) ta 
ſce the afozeſaid Liberties, ſo gꝛanted and 6-0-7 Wag 
ed by the King, to be in every point obſerved. 
And farther, the King ſent His Mandamus to the 
Sheriffs of every County, to lee theſe ©2dinances 
of His to be diligently obſerved and kept, and 
mozeover P2ocured the Pope to confirm the 1 
ſame. * Notwithſtanding all which, befoze a- 
ny Diſaftoreſtarion was made upon this Grant, 
King John dyed at Newark Caſtle in Notting- 
hamſhire. _ 

\ After whoſe Death, Henry the third, his eldeſt 
Son, at the age of 9 Peers, ſucceeded in his 
Throne, ſo that by Reaſon ok his Minozity no⸗ 
thing was done until the 9th Year ot his Reign, 
at which Time the two Charters Wire made; 
and confirmed by the ſaid King Henry the 
-rhird, called Magna Charta, and Charta FN Fore-

ny great Woods and Lands were not only 
dilattorcſted, but improved to Aräble Land 
by the Owners thereof, So that now affer 
this Charter thus made and con rmed; ſome

Nevertheleſs the greateſt Part of the new- A& 
toreſtations Were ſtill remaining to be dilatforeſt- 
ed during the Life of King Henry the third. 

After whole deceaſe, © Edward the firſt, His 
eldeſt Son, ſitcceeded him unto the Crown, 
who being often beſought, and petitioned as 
well by the Nobility; as Commonalty of this 
Kingdgn, to Confirnt the afozeſaid Liberties, 
which his Father had gzanted, was graciouſly | 
pleaſed to Tonfirm the käme accozding to their 
Requeſt. And now all Things having been 
granted, perfozmed, and confirmed concern- 
ing the two Charters, diz. Magna Charta, 
and Charta de Foreſta, the ſame were deliver- 
ed, figned, ſealed; and confirmed, to the She- 
riff of London, to be proclaimed, which was 
accowdingly done in St; Paul's Church-yard, in the 
Preſence of a numerous Concourſe of People 
there met together. UWhereupon the Lo2ds and 
Commons ſoon after began to. put the King 
in Mind of granting Commiſſions to Per- 
ſons fitly qualißed for the ſame, that Peram⸗ 
bulations might fozthwith be made of all new 
Afforeſtat ions, that they might be Diſaftoreſted, 
accozding to the firſt and rhud Articles of Char- 
ta de Foreſta. ens 

Wherenupon thzee Biſhops, three Earls, and 
thzee Barons were appointed by the King to 
take care of; and ſee thole Perambulations 
perfozmed, who cauſed them to be made ac- 
cozdingly; ano Jnquiſittons to be taken there- 
upon, and returned into the Court ot Chancery ; 
whereby the King was aſcertained, what 
Woods and Lands were Ancient Foreſts, and 
what were rewly afforeſted, and cauſed all 
thoſe, that were Ancient Foreſts, to be PMeered, 
and bounded with irremovable Boundaries, 
| to 
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to be known by Matter of Recozd foz ever, 
And likewiſe thoſe Woods and Lands that hay 
been Newly attoreſted, the King cauſed to be 
ſeparated from the Old, and to be returned in- 
to Chancery by Marks, Peres, and Bounds to 
be known, in like Manner, by matter of Recozd 


ko: ever. | 

By which it appears, how the Purlieus, or Pour- 
allees had their fitſt beginning; koz, all ſueh 
Woods and Lands as Were aftoreſted by H. 2. R. x, 
o2 King John, and by Perambulations ſevered 
from the Ancient Foreſts, were, and yet are, 
called Pourallees, viz. UWUoods and Lands ſevered 
| from the Old Foreſts, and diſafforeſted by Pe- 
- rambulation ; Pourallee in French being the ſame 

as Perambulatio in Latin. OA 
But, notwithiianding ſuch New Afforeſtations 
were diſaftoreſted by Perambulation, whereby 
the ſame became Pourallee, oz Purlieu, yet they 
were not thereby ſo diſafforeſted as to every 
Man, but tbat they do, in ſome Senſe, continue 
Foreſt ſtill, as to ſome Perſons, though dilat- 
foreſted, in ſome Sozt, as to others. Foz by 
the Mozds of Charta de Foreſta, if the King 
had attoreſted any Woods 02 Lands of his Sub- 
jects, to the Damage of them whole they were, 
they ſhould be forthwith diſattoreſted again, that 
is, only as to thoſe Perſons whole UWIoods 
and Lands they were, who as the pz;oper 
Owners thereof, might Fell and Cut down 
their Moods at their own pleaſure, without 
any Licenſe from the King, as alſo convert 
their Meadows and Paſtures into Tillage, oz 
otherwiſe improve their Gꝛounds to the beſt 
advantage.

But if ſuch Pourallee-Man do firſt make his

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ſame through every Mans Gzounds within the 
Pourallee, pꝛobided he enter not into the Foreſt, 
which he may not do, unleſs where he finds: the 
wild Beaſts of the Foreſt in his Pourallee Gzounds 
and lets ſlip his Dogs at them, and in chaſing 
them towards the Foreſt, the Dogs faſten upon 
one of them, befoze it can get into the Foreſt, 
oz the Limits thereof, and the wild Beaſt by 
fozce draws the Dogs, as they hang upon him, 
into the Foreſt, and being a conſiderable Space 
within the ſame, the Dogs flay the wild Beaſt; 
in this Caſe, by Reaſon of the firſt pzoperty 
the Pourallee-Man had in them ratione Soli, and 
likewiſe by the purſuit, and Poſſeſſion thereof 
by his Dogs, befoze it got into the Foreſt, he may 
follow his Chaſe into the ſame, and there take, 
and carry away the Beaſt, becauſe he was 
actually polleſſed thereof by his Dogs (being in 
the nature of Servants) as of his own pꝛoper 
Goods, befoze the Beaſt could recover the 
Foreſt. 
But it appears by Mich. 12. H. 8. fo. 10. That 
if a Pourallee-Man begins his Courſe in another 
Mans Gzound, where the wild Beaſts: of the 
Foreſt are, within the Ponrallee, if his Dogs fa- 
ſten upon a wild Beaſt, befoze it can get within the 
Bounds of the Foreſt, and the Beaſt draws the 
Dogs into the Foreſt, and is there flain by them, 
here the Pourallee-Man ſhall not enter into the 
Foreſt, noz take the Beaſt ſo killed, becauſe his 
Courſe was wrongkul from the Beginning, foz 
he could claim na property in the Beaſt ratione 
Soli, becauſe he began his Chaſe in another 
Mang Gzoundz and therefoze though he come 
not within the Limits of the Foreſt, pet he fall 
be dcemed a Treſpaſſer there, upon Account of
